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Fuel bills to 
push some 
over edge in 
high cost of 
cold spell

UNSEASONABLY cold weather through¬ 
out March and into April has pushed 
some households to the brink of fuel 
poverty as they struggle with high heat¬ 
ing bills caused by the coldest spring in 
50 years. 

Although it is hoped the weather will 
begin to show improvements this week¬ 
end, snow flurries continued through 
much of the week as temperatures 
struggled to get above freezing. 

Energy industry insiders say the cold 
snap has forced many people in Kent to 
pay as much as £165 for heating their 
homes in March alone. 

This comes on top of already steep bills 
which have risen year-on-year over the 


past decade. Of the average annual cost 
per household for energy of £1,344, it 
is estimated nearly half - £600 - is for 
heating. 

One industry expert said the major¬ 
ity of households had likely doubled the 
amount of energy usually used to heat 
their homes in March. 

The crippling costs are widespread 
and putting a huge strain on families 
already struggling during the economic 
gloom. But it is vulnerable groups, such 
as low income families and the elderly, 
who are most at risk. 

Some have even been forced to switch 
off their heating or heat just one room 
in their home. 

Both Kent County Council and Med¬ 
way Council offer cold weather payments

Vulnerable at risk as cold weather 
puts strain on household finances

to people claiming certain benefits when 
the temperature drops to zero or below 
for seven consecutive days. 

And charity Age Concern is making 
sure those most vulnerable are top of its 
list for support. 

Chief executive of the charity’s Deal 
branch, Debbie Barry, told KoS the cen¬ 
tre holds an ‘at risk’ register, where an 
information and advice officer goes out 
to visit older people in their homes. 

She explains: “I have spoken with 
staff concerned in these activities - the 
older people visited are struggling with 
finances, particularly at the current time 
with our prolonged freezing weather. 

“People are at further risk due to this, 
and through our advocacy service we 


know that many are struggling with fi¬ 
nances, largely due to high fuel bills.” 

Kent Community Foundation (KCF), 
an organisation working to improve the 
lives of local people, particularly the 
most vulnerable, has awarded 100 
hardship grants through its Surviving 
Winter fund via frontline organisations 
to elderly people struggling with the ef¬ 
fects of the long winter. 

Chief executive officer of KCF, Carol 
Lynch, said: “The winter months have 
continued to cause difficulties for some. 

“In the last month we have had ap¬ 
plications for 70 more individual hard¬ 
ship grants, and many of these will be 
used to help to pay heating bills.” 

The problems caused by the cold snap 
are widespread, with additional pres¬ 
sure on the UK’s dwindling gas reserves, 


as people keep the heating switched on. 

Maidstone Citizen Advice Bureau’s 
chief executive, Bonny Malhotra, said 
demand for advice and support was ris¬ 
ing for a variety of reasons - with the 
chilly conditions and soaring fuel bills 
contributing a significant amount, al¬ 
though he could not put this surge sole¬ 
ly down to the freezing conditions. 

Price comparison analyst, Clare Fran¬ 
cis, of MoneySupermarket, which holds 
information on the different energy pro¬ 
viders, said heating systems have had to 
work overtime so far this spring. 

She said as a result, households were 
using twice as much energy as normal 
for this time of year. 

“There is no doubt that this winter, 
and the cold start to spring in particu¬ 
lar, has really hit households hard at a 


A household is said to be in fuel 
poverty if it needs to spend more 
than 10 per cent of its income on 
fuel to maintain satisfactory 
heating. 

Figures released by Kent County 
Council in 2012 showed that in 
recent years around 80,000 
households were classed as being 
fuel poor, 13.6 per cent of all 
households. 

time when the cost of heating your 
home is already steadily rising,” she 
said. “With snow still on the ground in 
many places and temperatures remain¬ 
ing at or around freezing point, many of 
us will have upped the use of our heat¬ 
ing over the past few weeks to cope with 
the record-breaking weather. 

“For many, this will be worrying in 
terms of paying for gas and electricity at 
a time when we usually begin to reduce 
our consumption as the temperature 
rises outside.”

First steps to learning revealed as 
primary school places allocated

THE next generation of school children 
are due to embark on their journey 
through education after being given 
their primary school placements, with 
14,264 allocated their first preference. 

But while the families of these young¬ 
sters - aged four and five - were cele¬ 
brating, 1,127 children will be going to 
their second preference school and 447, 
their third. 

Parents were asked to choose schools 
in order of preference at the end of last 
year. Of the 15,838 children, some 661 
had their places allocated by the local 
education authority, Kent County 
Council, having been denied a place at 
all three of their preferred schools. 

KCC said this year the authority saw 
205 more applications than last year

and that almost 96 in every 100 chil¬ 
dren will start their formal education in 
September at a primary school chosen 
by their families. 

Corporate director for education, 
learning and skills at KCC, Patrick Lee- 
son, said, however, the council would 


“not lose sight” of the four per cent not 
to have been given a school place of 
their choice. 

“Many will secure places through 
waiting lists and primary reallocation,” 
he stressed. “Others may successfully 
appeal for a school of their choice.” 

He added: “I am well aware that we 
will face continued challenges in meet¬ 
ing parental demand next year and 
every year.” 

Parents are now being asked to ac¬ 
cept their school place offers or seek al¬ 
ternatives if they are not happy with 
their allocation. 

KCC said there are still 1,490 places 
available at schools in Kent. 

Mr Leeson said the council had also, 
with “good forecasting” and “careful 
planning”, secured more than 450 ad¬ 
ditional places for the start of the 
2013/14 academic year. 


This is in contrast to an announce¬ 
ment made by the authority last year in 
which it admitted a significant shortage 
in primary school places, with 10,000 
extra places needed by 2015/16 - the 
equivalent of 43 average-sized primaries. 

Last month, KCC discussed plans to 
expand 15 primaries in the county, in 
the Maidstone, Ashford, Folkestone, 
Thanet, Dartford, Gravesham, Seven- 
oaks and Tunbridge Wells areas. 

It followed the submission of plan¬ 
ning applications to increase the intake 
of eight other primaries for September 
amid the issue surrounding a lack of 
school places. 

The majority of these latest plans will 
see primaries expand by an additional 
30 places, meaning an extra form of en¬ 
try in each case. 

Medway Council’s primary school of¬ 
fer day is on Friday, April 12.

HMV rescue bid hopes 


Could creepy crawlies leap into 
action and become part of £2bn 
park’s entertainment line-up? 


HOPES are high that jobs and stores could be 
saved on the high street after a £50 million 
rescue deal was signed on Friday to save HMV. 

A number of stores in Kent have already shut - 
in Folkestone and Ashford - but there are hopes 
now bigger stores such as those in Maidstone, 
Westwood Cross, Canterbury, Tunbridge Wells 
and Bluewater will remain open.

THERE could be a new attraction amid the white- 
knuckle rides at the proposed £2 billion Para¬ 
mount Park after a colony of rare spiders which 
threatened to derail park plans may now become 
a feature of it. 

Designs for the giant north Kent pleasure park, 
backed by the Hollywood studio, were under 
threat following the discovery of the arachnids. 

The ‘distinguished jumping spiders’ are found 
on only two sites in the UK and appear on a biodi¬ 
versity priority list. They are not, however, legally 
protected. 

But developers say they will set aside a conser¬ 
vation area and the species could even be one of 
the attractions. 

The park will eventually be one of the biggest 
in the world, creating 27,000 jobs on a former 
cement factory site on the 872-acre brownfield 
site on the Swanscombe peninsula. 

The spiders flourish in the area as they like 
the alkaline soil created from cement kiln dust 
created by the former works. 

Developers London Resort Company Holdings 
(LRCH) have now outlined plans to create a wild¬ 


life park which will become home for the spiders. 

Richard Stocks is a consultant on the project. 

He told KoS: “These days developers have to 
take a responsible approach and so we are look¬ 
ing at ways to protect the colony. 

“The intention is to learn from similar conser¬ 
vation schemes on other projects. There is plenty 
of expertise in this area among our team. ” 

The developers say it is possible the spiders 
could even be part of the park’s attractions which 
are set to include Europe’s largest indoor water 
park, theatres, live music venues, cinemas, res¬ 
taurants, event space and hotels as well as thrill 
rides. 

LRCH has signed an agreement with Para¬ 
mount to be able to use some of its best-known 
movies to act as the basis of rides and attractions. 

The film studio is behind blockbusters such as 
Indiana Jones, Tomb Raider and Mission: Impos¬ 
sible. 

The developers are also in negotiations with 
a range of major British brands to sign similar 
licensing agreements. 

Jeremy Kite, leader of Dartford council, said: 
“It was always in the plans to create a wildlife 
site and I think it is good the developer has 
adopted this approach. In the old days someone

Team endures nightmare trip after 
baked bean spillage delays game 


EBBSFLEET United's round trip from Kent 
to Cumbria for a football match turned into a 
nightmare journey after the team bus was held 
up by a baked bean spillage. 

The club, which plays at the top of the non¬ 
league pyramid in the Blue Square Bet Premier 
League, had already been held up by a crash on 
the M25 before they discovered a lorry load of 
beans had tipped over on the M6. 

It meant the club arrived an hour late for kick¬ 
off in the league clash with Barrow-in-Furness. 

The game finally got under way at 9.15pm 
and finished at 11pm. 

All of which made for a long day for Fleet's 
manager Liam Daish. He had left his home at 
8.30am on Wednesday morning and returned 
almost exactly 24 hours later. 

Speaking to BBC Radio 5 Live after finally 
completing the lengthy journey, Mr Daish - a 
former Republic of Ireland international - said: 


"I'm not full of beans at the moment - the whole 
day was unbelievable." 

The team coach had set off on the 317-mile 
trip at 10.45am, but suffered an initial delay 
after an accident on the M25. 

It then became stuck on the M6 after a lorry 
crashed near Merseyside and shed its load of 
Heinz baked beans onto the carriageway. 

Huge tailbacks were caused while police and 
emergency crews attended the scene and the 
driver was treated for minor injuries. 

Mr Daish said: "We just got really snagged up 
in traffic. First, we got caught on the M25. Then 
the second jam was caused by baked beans. You 
couldn't make it up. 

"We travelled through the night to get back, and 
I walked through my front door at about 8.30am 
on Thursday - I've was on the go for 24 hours."

would have just concreted over the spiders and 
no-one would have been any the wiser.” 

The spiders have very sharp eyesight and they 
normally move fairly slowly. 

But they are capable of very agile jumps, espe¬ 
cially when hunting, but sometimes in response 
to sudden threats. 

If the scheme moves ahead, work will begin in 
2015, with the site opening in 2019.

MORE than 175 people have 
offered to become volunteers in 
a bid to protect rhino at two 
popular wildlife parks after 
threats the animals could be¬ 
come victims of poachers. 

Bosses at Port Lympne, near 
Hythe, and Howletts, near Can¬ 
terbury, had to step up security 
last weekend after receiving a 
credible police threat that 
poachers were planning an at¬ 
tack on the black rhino herd in 
a bid to steal their precious 
horns which can fetch as much 
as £50,000 per kilogramme. 

Conservation charity the As- 
pinall Foundation, which runs 
both parks, put out an appeal 
for help in recruiting volun¬ 
teers to step up patrols around 
the park and received a big re¬ 
sponse. 

Manager of the two parks, 
Bob O’Connor, said: “We are 
now beginning the process of 
going through all the applica¬ 
tions - we will reply to every-

one who has been in touch 
with us.” 

Port Lympne and Howletts 
are home to the world’s most 
important collection of black 
rhinos outside Africa, with the 
herd - consisting of more than 
20 rhino across both parks - 
free to roam hundreds of acres 
of countryside. 

But poaching of their horns 
is on the rise. Last year, a rhino 
horn on display at Quex House 
in Birchington was stolen - only 
for thieves to realise owners 
had switched it for a replica 
amid a rise in reports of such 
thefts elsewhere.

Benefits reform 
poor as ‘belated’ 


What effects will the 
Government's radical 
changes to the welfare 
system, which came 
into play this week, have 
on Kent's most in need?

WHEN Chancellor George Osborne stood before 
an audience of supermarket depot workers in 
Sittingbourne on Tuesday to set his stall out on 
benefit reform, his comments divided the nation. 

Few across the political divide will argue the 
benefits system needs reviewing, to ensure the 
public purse is being spent wisely on those in 
genuine need. 

The big question is whether the latest reforms 
- which include the hugely controversial ‘bed¬ 
room tax’ - have gone too far. 

But what of the situation in Kent? With the 
county going to the polls in a few weeks for the 
county council elections, it is likely to influence 
the judgement of many at the voting booths; 
whether by supporting or opposing the changes. 

The biggest concern is the changes are leaving 
many confused as to what it means to them - 
despite high-profile efforts by local councils to 
ensure those needing benefits are getting the 
correct guidance. 

Turn2us is a charity which provides those in 
financial need with help to gain access to welfare 
benefits and other financial assistance. 

Welfare benefits specialist Karen Holmes, from 
the charity, said: “Our latest research findings 
show benefit claimants in Kent are uncertain, 
confused and concerned about the welfare 
changes that are starting this month and rolling 
out over the next few years. 

“Generally speaking, these major changes, 
which affect both those in and out of work, are 
likely to cause a greater squeeze on household 
income, especially at a time when people are 
already struggling with rising food and fuel pric-

es, job losses and stagnant wages.” 

However, the concern has turned into fierce 
criticism from many. 

Chief executive of homelessness charity Porch- 
light, which has its headquarters in Canterbury, 
Mike Barrett, told KoS the poor were being 
“demonised” to justify the cuts being made. 

He said: “In reality these aren’t families or 
individuals living a life of luxury on taxpayers’ 
money; they are normal working households 
who are struggling to make ends meet.

County continues strong link with 


NEARLY 30 years ago the 
world's worst nuclear disaster 
engulfed a remote part of the 
then-USSR and put the name 
of Chernobyl forever in the his¬ 
tory books. 

As the radioactive cloud was 
released after the power 
station's reactor went into 
meltdown, there were fears 
the impact would last for 
generations. 

For the people who Lived and 
worked near the plant - in 
what is now the Ukraine - the 


health side-effects continue to 
be seen. 

Not for the first time since 
the incident, children who stiff 
suffer the after-effects are 
coming to Kent to breathe 
fresh air and tell people how 
their Lives have been blighted. 

Since the early 90s, Kent 
families have played host to the 
young people who live in areas 
stiff affected by contaminated 
earth and water in Belarus and 
Ukraine.

Some of the boys and girls, 
aged 10 to 16, are in very poor 
health with conditions such as 
bone disorders and malfunc¬ 
tioning kidneys.

What are the key reforms? 

■ Removal of spare room subsidy or 
‘bedroom tax’: housing benefit for 
working-age social housing tenants 
whose property is larger than they 
need will be cut. 

■ Benefit cap of £26,000: households on 
out-of-work benefits will no longer 
receive more than the average weekly 
wage aftertax and insurance. 

■ Benefit uprating: Working-age benefits 
and tax credits will rise by one per cent. 

■ Local provision: Crisis loans and 
community grants will be decided by 
local authorities which are seen as 
better placed than the Government to 
ensure the money goes to the neediest.

Benefits cost to Kent 

The benefits system certainly costs the 
taxpayer many millions a year, although 
trying to pinpoint just how many are reliant 
on payments in Kent is no easy matter. 

According to the latest figures up to 
May 2012, a total of 650,000 claims are 
made across the county. But that figure 
is dramatically swelled as it includes 
302,000 claims for the state pension. 

Taking out those simply claiming a 
pension, the remaining 348,000 may 
include multiple claims made by the same 
person or, indeed, those already claiming 
a pension. 



“These ill-thought-out changes to the welfare 
system will leave organisations like Porchlight 
struggling to meet increased demand from people 
in desperate situations. 

“No progress will be made, no public money 
will be saved and many people in Kent will be 
driven further into poverty - 17,000 alone are 
due to be affected by the bedroom tax.” 

But many are more supportive, arguing that 
last year benefits rose three times faster than the 
salaries of the working population. 


In such austere times, the chancellor would 
indeed be remiss to not closely examine one of 
the nation’s biggest outgoings. 

Speaking from the Morrisons distribution 
centre in Sittingbourne on Tuesday, Mr Osborne 
said the changes were about “making sure every 
penny is used to back hard-working people who 
want to get on in life”. 

“For too long we’ve had a system where 
people who did the right thing - who get up in 
the morning and work hard - felt penalised for it, 
while people who did the wrong thing got re¬ 
warded for it,” he said. 

Mr Osborne also claimed that nine out of 10 
working households will be better off as a result. 

He was supported by Conservative MEP for the 
south east, Daniel Hannan. 

He said: “This isn’t about idlers and scroung¬ 
ers, still less about cruelty and heartlessness; it is 
about belatedly fixing a system that had grown 
beyond our control. 

“In the medium term, some people might be 
rescued from the squalor of dependency; in the 
short term, Britain will be less likely to go bank¬ 
rupt. 

“But, 10 years from now, you can be certain 
that there will still be heartbreaking cases of peo¬ 
ple slipping through the system; and you can be 
equally certain that there will be wicked people 
abusing the rules.” 

The Labour Party in Medway, however, took 
to the streets this week, calling on the Kent com¬ 
munity to support its calls for the Government to 
rethink the reforms, particularly the bedroom 
tax. 

Labour leader Vince Maple said people will be 
worse off under the new changes. 

“The sad irony is this will end up costing tax¬ 
payers more because of the likelihood of people 
being evicted, as they can’t afford their current 
homes,” he said. 

“This isn’t about tough choices, it’s about the 
wrong choices. 

“And at exactly the same time as the bedroom 
tax and the so-called ‘localising of council tax’, 
which is effectively the poll tax mark two, 
coming into effect, Cameron, Osborne and Ian 
Duncan-Smith are giving thousands of million¬ 
aires a tax cut of £100,000 a year.”

away from the disaster zone. 

"But it’s also a chance for 
them to breath fresh air and eat 
food free from contamination." 

The Chernobyl reactor is 
now encased in concrete after 
the fires were halted by sand 
dropped from helicopters 
piloted by men such as Igor 
Pismenskij, who will accom¬ 
pany the group and recount his 
heroic 29 missions over the 
crippled power station. 


Ms Day said: "I once asked 
Igor what would have hap¬ 
pened if it never worked, if the 
dropping of the sand did not 
put out the fires. 

"He said there was no Plan 
B. If it did not work then the 
other three reactors would 
have exploded and the whole 
of Europe would be an 
exclusion zone today. That's 
how serious it was." 

The Chernobyl Children's 
Lifeline Ashford and Romney 
Marsh Link has formed strong 


bonds with the children from 
the nuclear disaster area. 

Both Norton Knatchbull 
School and St Simon's in 
Ashford regularly contact 
educational establishments 
and Kent's fire service donated 
two fire engines to the area 
worst affected. 

Specsavers stores in the 
county also offer free eye tests. 

"We want to raise awareness 
of the continuing problems 
these children face," said Ms 
Day.

Big surge for Wembley 
tickets as club clinches 
historic place in final

THEY are more accustomed to playing in front of 
crowds just over 100 people at home games, but 
next month Tunbridge Wells Football Club will 
grace Wembley Stadium, with its 90,000-seat ca¬ 
pacity, in the final of a national cup competition. 

The part-timers became just the second club 
in the county to ever make it to the final of 
the FA Vase, the top knock-out tournament for 
lower non-league clubs, when they defeated 
County Durham side AFC Shildon last Saturday 
with just seconds to spare. 

And delighted fans were this week snapping 
up tickets to be part of history. In the first 48- 
hours of them going on sale, more than 
3,000 of the allocation open to Kent 
fans were purchased. 

Wembley’s lower tier - closest to the 
pitch - is being split right down the 
middle in what should ensure a vibrant 
atmosphere. 

However, the Wembley date was far 
from a foregone conclusion after a roll¬ 
ercoaster second leg of their semi-final 
clash last weekend. 



Having won the home tie 2-0, they made the 
long journey north only to find themselves 3-0 
down within the hour, and facing defeat. 

But with just 19 minutes to go, they grabbed a 
goal back to level the aggregate score and force 
extra time. With just two minutes of exta time 
left, defender Perry Spackman scored the goal 
which sent the travelling fans into raptures. 

Tunbridge Wells will now play Northern 
League Division One side Spennymoor Town, also 
from Durham, in the final on Saturday, May 4. 

Club chairman Joe Croker said: “It’s still at the 
point where I cannot believe we’ve done it. 

I “Until we get to Wembley I’m going to find it 

hard to appreciate what we’ve done. We had 
| some heart-stopping moments in the semi-fi¬ 
nal but it was all worth it. ” 

They will now hope to emulate 
Deal Town in 2000, when they won 
the competition beating Chippen¬ 
ham Town 1-0. Last year also saw 
Herne Bay come close, but they even¬ 
tually lost in the semi-finals.

FOR the big boys it's the FA Cup, for the 
county's senior non-league clubs there is 
the FA Trophy, but for those playing Kent 
League and below, the road to Wembley is 
achieved by success in the FA Vase. 

Not only does it give teams who 
struggle to pull in three-figure attend¬ 
ances each week the chance to play on 
the hallowed turf of the national stadium, 
but it gives their players the chance to 
play in front of a crowd of thousands. 

When Deal Town played Chippenham 
under the old twin towers of Wembley, 
they did so in front of 20,083 fans. 

The biggest crowd for an FA Vase final 
was in 2007, when a staggering 36,232 
watched Truro City beat AFC Totton 3-1. 


DO not underestimate the achievement of 
Tunbridge Wells to reach this final - or miss 
the chance to cheer them on at Wembley; it is 
a treat which doesn’t happen very often. 

Kent has a strong history of turning out in 
force to support its non-league clubs and KoS 
urges all fans to join forces next month and 
get behind the team as it steps out at Wem¬ 
bley to represent the county. 

So, regardless of whether you normally 
support Dover, Ashford, Maidstone, Gillingham 
or Ebbsfleet, let’s help make Saturday, May 4 a 
day Kent football remembers forever - and buy 
your ticket to cheer on Tunbridge Wells in the 
FA Vase final.

Carbon neutral truck makes cheese guilt-free

WHEN a cheesemaker declared last 
year it had become the first to develop 
a process to produce a carbon neutral 
cheese, it heralded a new dawn for the 
production technique. 

One year later and it has refined its 
act even more - now making the proc¬ 
ess of both making and delivering the 
product carbon neutral too. 

Winterdale Cheesemakers of 
Wrotham creates its cheddar using 
only renewable energy while produc¬ 
ing no carbon emissions. 

Now, the family-run business will 
also transport their product to the 
Fortnum and Mason luxury depart¬ 
ment store in London via an electric 
truck - solar powered from its farm. 

Owner Robin Betts created the busi¬ 
ness with his wife and family in 2006 
and has since won countless medals 
for their Winterdale Shaw and Win¬ 
terdale Oak Smoked cheddars at the 
World Cheese Awards. 

The 43-year-old said: “The milk 
comes straight out of the cow warm 
and we put it straight into our cheese 
vat. We don’t need any energy to start 
the cheese-making process because it 
is already warm.” 

They have installed a new “ground 



source heat pump” at the farm to nat¬ 
urally raise the temperature of water 
used in the cheese-making process. 

Mr Betts said: “A ground source 
heat pump is a series of buried pipes 
about two metres deep. Those pipes 
run a water mixture through them 
and absorb heat out of the ground 
which always remains around 12 de¬ 
grees. It is run through a compressor 
which raises the temperature to about 
50 to 55 degrees. 


“We also have solar panels to ab¬ 
sorb the sunlight and turn it into elec¬ 
tricity. So we can produce all of our 
cheese without using any energy or 
emitting any carbon.” 

Winterdale, which delivers cheese 
across the county, has now been spon¬ 
sored by car manufacturers Nissan 
and leased an electric delivery vehicle. 

Mr Betts explained: “It will be 
charged up by our solar panels, so the 
car will also be carbon neutral and 


then that will be used to deliver the 
first carbon neutral batch of cheese. 

“The whole process from making 
the cheese to plonking it on the coun¬ 
ter in Fortnum’s at Piccadilly will be 
done without emitting any carbon 
whatsoever. That is a UK first.” 

The Wrotham business also has the 
advantage of being able to stay carbon 
neutral during the cheese’s 10 month 
maturing period. 

Mr Betts said: “We store it in our

cave-like cellars under the cheese 
barn. They don’t need any energy be¬ 
cause they are below ground so they 
stay at the constant temperature of 10 
to 12 degrees - the perfect tempera¬ 
ture for ripening. 

“In Cornwall, cheeses are often kept 
in warehouses and when it is 30 de¬ 
grees outside they have to use a huge 
amount of energy to keep them cool. ” 

Mr Betts added: “It wasn’t the plan 
when we first started making cheese 
but we have evolved into it. 

“We always wanted to be energy ef¬ 
ficient but we didn’t realise we could 
do it so well.” 

The first Winterdale carbon neutral 
cheese-run into London will take place 
at a special launch event on Friday, 
April 19.

Bridge closures to 
enable roadworks

MOTORISTS are being advised of possi¬ 
ble disruption at the Dartford Crossing 
as roadworks begin this weekend - and 
are set to last two years. 

The work being carried out to the 
Queen Elizabeth II Bridge is designed to 
enable the replacement of the expan¬ 
sion joints which allow the bridge to ex¬ 
pand and contract with seasonal chang¬ 
es in temperature. 

It will mean lane closures and some 
complete closures while the work is tak¬ 
ing place. 

However, in order to limit problems, 
all of the work will be carried out over¬ 
night. 

Tommy Whittingham, Highways 
Agency asset manager, said: “This rou¬ 
tine work will make journeys smoother 
and will ensure the ongoing safety of 
the bridge for the thousands of drivers 
who use this crossing every day. 

“Once installed, the new joints should 
have a shelf-life of at least 45 years. 

“We have carefully planned this work 
to cause as little disruption as possible, 
so, although it will be carried out over a 
lengthy period, because it will take place 


overnight, using lane closures and a se¬ 
ries of Saturday night closures, the im¬ 
pact on road users has been planned to 
be minimal.” 

The work got under way on Saturday 
night and will be carried out in phases. 

There will be periods of overnight 
lane closures, between 8.30pm and 
5.30am Monday to Friday nights only, 
and some full closures of the bridge on 
Saturday nights. 

Throughout the rest of 2013 there 
are planned to be four full Saturday 
night closures of the bridge, between 
10pm and 5 am. These will take place 
this weekend, July 6-7, October 19-20 
and November 9-10. 

There will also be seven extended Sat¬ 
urday night closures, between 8pm and 
10am, for larger scale work including 
installation of the new joints to be car¬ 
ried out. These will be May 11-12, June 
22-23, July 27-28, August 3-4, Sep¬ 
tember 28-29, October 5-6 and Novem¬ 
ber 2-3. 

During these full closures traffic will 
be diverted through the east bore of the 
tunnel, with northbound traffic using 
the west bore only. This already hap¬ 
pens whenever the bridge is closed for 
maintenance.

First stop Amsterdam then the world, as 
optimism for new Manston flights soars

IF IT was possible to bottle optimism and enthu¬ 
siasm, then collectors of such a heady blend 
could have enjoyed a rich harvest in Thanet on 
Tuesday morning. 

As the sun bathed Manston Airport in a bright 
- yet chilly - air, a new era was dawning for 
what is seen as a key piece in the jigsaw to re¬ 
build the east Kent economy. 

Dutch airline KLM’s decision to fly two servic¬ 
es in and out of the airfield is being hailed by 
many as the ticket to its future prosperity - a big, 
well-established, brand name which is running 
a service directly to Amsterdam’s city-like 
Schiphol airport which, in turn, links to 190 des¬ 
tinations around the world. 

But new dawns have become regular visitors 
to this part of Kent and for many the memory of 
past failures cast a long shadow. 

“When Kent County Council launched its re¬ 
gional growth strategy for east Kent, the intro¬ 
duction said ‘Kent is open to the world and open 
for business’ - and that’s what we’re about.” 

So says Charles Buchanan. Since 2010 he’s 
been chief executive of Manston and paid well to 
act as its cheerleader. Yet he is no stranger to 
success. His CV boasts 10 years helping to build 
London City Airport into a major player, as well 
as being part of the original team which bid to 
build and operate Eurotunnel. Failure, you im¬ 
agine, is not something which sits well with him. 

Mention Manston’s high profile string of fail¬ 
ures over the last few years (EUjet, aborted flights 
to the USA, Flybe and Kent Escapes) on this spe¬ 
cial day and it’s as if you’ve bellowed out a rude 
word - this is not the time for dwelling on the past. 
But can this new service afford not to work? 

“It could do with working on all sorts of lev¬ 
els,” he admits. 

“For the aiport, for the 150-odd staff and for 
the stimulus it brings to the local economy. 

“But the KLM service is radically different to 
what has gone before. This is not a point-to-point 
service, of how many people want to travel to

one destination, it’s about linking to the world. 
We have people on the first flight who are going 
on to Asia, Africa and elsewhere in Europe. 

“It brings that opportunity to people in Kent 
and in reverse too. We work with the likes of Lo¬ 
cate in Kent to liaise with their prospective in¬ 
vestors in the Kent economy on the opportuni¬ 
ties which have opened up.” 

The shadow of Pfizer and its decision to leave 
- for the most part - east Kent hangs heavy over 
this part of the county. It was such a significant 
employer it acted like a honey-pot for highly- 
trained, and paid, staff. 

Its Sandwich site - now Discovery Park - may 
yet be the key to unlocking the area’s potential. 

A successful series of flights from Manston will 
certainly do its appeal no harm. Another part of 
the jigsaw. 

Sir Roger Gale is Conservative MP for Thanet 
North. “This service has every chance of work¬ 
ing,” he says. “KLM is one of the four largest air¬ 
lines in the world, doing something which no- 
one else has done. 

“Previously, firms have launched lines with a 
hope people will want to go there. With this, it 
will go to Schiphol and then anywhere in the 
world - and it works the other way too.” 

It’s hard not to be bitten by the positivity sur¬ 
rounding the KLM service; especially for those

living in the middle to east of the county. The 
prospect of not having to get involved in the 
M2 5 to reach Gatwick and Heathrow is an ap¬ 
petising one. Yet, the errors of past operators us¬ 
ing Manston have damaged the ability to em¬ 
brace the future.

“We started selling tickets in November and 
the response has been very positive. 

“This the 17th airport we depart from in the 
UK for Schiphol so we know this line of business. 
It is our first time in Kent, but we’re very confi¬ 
dent.

Education experts issue warning 
over growing impact of free schools

CLOSED schools, half empty class¬ 
rooms and mismatched learning 
provision for the next generation of 
children - welcome to what experts 
believe will be the future of Kent’s 
education system. 

Fears have been sparked by the 
emerging army of free schools across 
the country, with one already open 
and four others planned in Kent 
alone as part of the first wave of this 
new breed of schooling. 

The National Union of Teachers 
(NUT) argues that Whitehall is al¬ 
lowing free schools to open up any¬ 
where regardless of communities’ 
needs and without listening to con¬ 
cerns raised by local authorities, 
heads, governors or parents. 

So concerned is the NUT over the 
Government’s free school policy, it 
has launched a legal challenge 
demanding that the Department for 
Education release assessment re¬ 
ports, showing the impact of free 
schools on neighbouring schools. 

General secretary of the NUT, 
Christine Blower, said: “In many

school will create surplus places leading 
to unnecessary competition and schools 
with many places unfilled. 

“A significant number of these new 
schools - opening at vast cost to the tax¬ 
payer - are secondary schools when 
many parts of the country are desper¬ 
ately short of primary places.” 

In Kent, some 10,000 extra primary 
school places are needed by 2016. 

The county’s free school plans involve 
three new secondary schools and just 
two primaries, with one - Tiger Primary 
School in Maidstone - already open. 

The secondary school proposals are: 
Trinity School Sevenoaks, Wye Free 
School near Ashford and Hadlow Rural 
Community School near Tonbridge. 

Education consultant Peter Read, 
from Kent Independent Education Ad¬ 


vice, said the county currently does not 
have enough information to see what 
impact these free schools will have, but 
that in Sevenoaks and Wye in particu¬ 
lar there is no need for extra capacity. 

But he said that while Kent County 
Council, the local education authority, 
can comment on proposals, it has no 
power to stop free schools from opening. 

“Government is dismantling the edu¬ 
cation system. KCC has lost its role in 
strategic planning,” he said. 

“But central government does not 
understand local issues. 

“We have an elected democratic local 
authority - if they foul up at least they 
are fouling up with local knowledge. 

“Government does not have local 
knowledge and it doesn’t consult the lo¬ 
cal authority. It means centralised local 


provision which clearly doesn’t follow 
local needs.” 

Education chiefs at County Hall have 
warned Wye Free School would be in 
the “wrong place at the wrong time”. 

But the Government is under no obli¬ 
gation to listen to KCC. 

Mr Read said the Hadlow proposal 
could see parents choose the free school 
over the High Weald Academy. 

Only the Wells Free School in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells seems suited to the need for 
more primary places in the area. 

Mr Read said: “KCC knows the needs 
of the area, but it’s not allowed to start 
new schools, it can only expand existing 
ones, therefore it’s got to be an academy, 
free school or voluntary-aided. 

“Central Government is making deci¬ 
sions for an area it knows little about. ”

A 37-year-old woman has been jailed after rob¬ 
bing a man she falsely claimed had raped her.

Amateur weatherman uses nature to predict climate

AFTER the long, relentless winter we 
have endured, it seems only fair that 
this summer is a sweltering one. 

But the message from one amateur 
forecaster is ‘don’t get your hopes up’. 

In fact, he predicts no prolonged pe¬ 
riod of dry sunny weather longer than 
10 days during the summer months. 

Edenbridge meteorologist David 
King, 73, is known to many simply as 
‘Dave The Weather’. And when we 
asked him to study the charts in order 
to give us an idea of what we can ex¬ 
pect for the rest of the year, he didn’t 
return with the warming news we 
were hoping for. 

But then his techniques may not be 
quite as reliable as those deployed by 
the Met Office. 


He explained: “I do not do daily 
weather, I do advance predictive in¬ 
dicative weather - working six months 
ahead all the time. 

“No technology, just nature, flora 
and fauna, birds, moons and so on. 

“I have a strike rate of 85 to 90 per 
cent accuracy month in month out.” 

Mr King said because the wind blew 
from the east on March 21, it will 
therefore be the predominant wind di¬ 
rection until at least May 25, and just 
like it was in 2011 and 2012, remain 
easterly until June. 

He explains: “Therefore, it will have 
quite a cold edge on the wind. When 
the south westerlies take over, it be¬ 
comes warmer. 

“The weather on February 22 gives 
the next 40 nights’ weather - it was 
bitterly cold, miserable, grey, precious 
little sun that day and a cold night too 


- which is why we have this weather 
currently, which should ease, rela¬ 
tively, this weekend.” 

So, what of the summer we are all 
looking forward to? 

He explains “It will not be a barbe¬ 
cue summer this year. 

“There is nothing in the reams of 
data I collate that shows any settled 
period of fine dry sunny weather long¬ 
er than 10 days for the whole period, 
it might be easier to recall the last 
summer and say that it might be simi¬ 
lar, except June will not be so damp 
this year. 

“It is not too hopeful of bright, sun¬ 
ny, hot or even warm dry weather, 
but I can only use the hands that na¬ 
ture deals me. 

“June will not be as wet as 2012, in 
fact, arguably, I think June may well 
be the best month of the summer.”

While August is set to be “change¬ 
able” there is some cheer with Septem¬ 
ber set to be warm, dry and settled. 

But that’s five months away. And 
as for the winter this year? 

It could, says Dave The Weather, be 
harsher than the notorious winter of 
1962/63 - dubbed The Big Freeze - 


and one of the coldest ever recorded. 

However, don’t get too downheart¬ 
ed. The Met Office has stopped doing 
long range forecasts as they are so un¬ 
predictable, and Mr King confidently 
predicted droughts throughout last 
summer. Instead it was one of the wet¬ 
test on record.

Renowned 
architect’s 
home opens 
after careful 
restoration

THE former home of one of the most prominent 
architects of the British Empire, who designed 
buildings around the world, has been opened to 
the public. 

Three rooms in Owletts, the former home of 
renowned architect Sir Herbert Baker, who also 
redesigned the Bank of England, are available to 
visit every Sunday, following extensive restora¬ 
tion work on the building and its contents. 

Managed by the National Trust, it is also the 
home of David Baker, the great-grandson of Sir 
Herbert, who looks after it with his wife Della. 

Dating from the 17th century, the property, 
near Cobham, near Gravesend, has many signs 
of the great man’s work in its interior. 

A spokeswoman for the National Trust said: 
“It took professional movers a whole week to 
carry in the 900 objects and 1,400 books. Once 
in the house, each individually wrapped item 
had to be unpacked, examined and cleaned, 
ready to return to its place in the house. 

“Objects were examined for damage and un¬ 
wanted pests, then cleaned using specialist 
materials to ensure there was no damage. This 
took two weeks with up to six people working 
daily to care for the items in the collection. 

“Items within the house vary enormously; 
from rare tapestries to ceramics, pictures to 
furniture, each telling a different aspect of the 
story of the house and its family. 

“The book collection was particularly chal¬ 
lenging - each precious book had to be cleaned 
and then meticulously replaced in its location, as 
if it had never been removed. ” 

Sir Herbert was born in the house, but gave it 
to the trust in 19 3 8, saying: “A small, but typical 
homestead of the 17th century squire-farmers 
of Kent was not unworthy of preservation.” 

Following his architectural apprenticeship he 
opened his own office in Gravesend in 1890. 

Two years later, with his business established, 
he embarked for South Africa to seek his fortune 
and swiftly came under the patronage of Cecil 
Rhodes, Prime Minister of the Cape Colony and a 
noted Imperial administrator. 

He worked there for the next 20 years design¬ 
ing many public buildings and private houses. 

In 1912, Sir Herbert went to India to work on 
the government buildings in New Delhi and de¬ 
signed the civil servant office buildings flanking 
Sir Edwin Lutyen’s Viceroy’s House and Parlia¬ 
ment House. 

But a row broke out between the two over 
space and sight lines. Both saw their reputations 
suffer as a result. 

Recalled to Europe, Sir Henry undertook post- 
World War One work for the Imperial War 
Graves Commission, including the huge ceme¬ 
tery at Tyne Cot, near Ypres in Belgium, one of 
the most impressive British military cemeteries 
in the world. 

After his death his ashes were buried in West¬ 
minster Abbey - showing the regard in which he 
was held by the British establishment.

DEVASTATING scenes of human 
suffering in Syria have prompted a 
plumbing student to set down his 
tools and step into the ring to raise 
money for the crisis appeal.

The budding boxer said: “Every 
time I see pictures from Syria on TV 
it makes me feel sad and angry 
because the people out there aren’t 
getting any real help from the rest of 
the world. 


THE CONFLICT 


The conflict in Syria continues 
to rage on, with casualty figures 
rising fast. 

What started as a series of 
relatively peaceful demonstra¬ 
tions two years ago in the south¬ 
ern part of the country has 
descended into a civil war, 
destroying Syria and leading to 
the deaths of thousands, as 
rebels attempt to topple the 
Assad regime. 


“The other day I saw footage of a 
12-year-old child trying to resusci¬ 
tate a five or six-year-old and that 
sort of thing gets to you. 

“I’ve wanted to do something to 
help for quite a while, but I didn’t 
know how to go about it at first.

Do tracks of abandoned World War Two 
tanks end in lake of country manor hotel? 

Joe Bill investigates rumour the Army sunk wartime vehicles in picturesque park to save money 


IT surrounds one of east Kent’s most stunning 
country houses, boasting a tree-lined drive, pic¬ 
turesque lake and perfectly manicured lawns. 

But beneath the grandeur of Eastwell Park, 
near Ashford, lies a fascinating and mysterious 
past. 

For many the park, the entrance for which is 
close to the village green in nearby Boughton 
Lees, is best-known for its four-star hotel Eastwell 
Manor that lies at its heart. 

But the grounds have more than a few tricks 
up its sleeve. 

Not only is it said to have once been the fi n al 
resting place of King Richard Ill’s illegitimate 
son, but also a secret testing ground for new 
weaponry during World War Two. 

Rumours have been rife for years that a 
number of tanks were sunk into the lake in the 
grounds as the Army looked to rid itself of de¬ 
commissioned vehicles after the war. 

A book published in 1999 by Phillip G Dormer 
called The Eastwell Park Historiette lifted the lid 
on a little of the site’s secrets. 

The book documents the movements of vari¬ 
ous tank regiments as they trialled their new 
war machines on the open ground. 

Pictures include one of the Royal Armoured 
Corps at Eastwell in 1943, as well as the testing 
of the notorious flame-throwing Churchill Croc¬ 
odile tank. 

David Willey, curator and military expert of the 
Tank Museum in Bovington, Dorset, believes the 
tale of the sunken tanks could well be true. 

He said: “Various royal armoured units and 
tank regiments were based there during the war. 

“There are a lot of these stories that are proven 
to be true, but they are a classic urban myth as 
well. So the idea there are some tanks buried at 
Eastwell is not impossible, but is worth taking 
with a pinch of salt. It is a classic buried treasure 
rumour, but wherever the Army trained, they 
are bound to have dumped stuff.” 

Eastwell Park has a number of large corrugat¬ 
ed sheds which are said to have housed the vehi¬ 
cles, and there is a World War Two bunker dug 
into one of the hills overlooking the park. 

It is also said that large fences were erected 
around the park for the Army to practice ma¬ 
noeuvres in the tanks before heading out to join 
the war effort. 


CRIME 

Two charged after 33 
cannabis plants found 

TWO people have been arrested and charged 
following a police raid at a property on Sheppey 
which uncovered 33 cannabis plants and a quan¬ 
tity of the drug. 

Officers executed a warrant in Cliff Drive, 
Warden, on January 13 where they seized the 
plants and 35g of herbal cannabis. 

Kristy Gibbons, 35, of Cliff Drive, and Terry 
Catherick, 49, of the same address, were 
arrested. 

They have been jointly charged with posses¬ 
sion with intent to supply a controlled class B 
drug (cannabis) and abstracting/use of electric¬ 
ity without authority. 

Both have been bailed to appear at Maidstone 
Magistrates' Court on May 30.

So how much would 
the tanks be worth? 

THE truth is probably not very much. 

Although the value of tanks can vary, 
expert David Willey suggests that those 
buried under earth or water for this 
amount of time would be too badly 
damaged to worry about financial value. 

He said: "The value of the tanks is local 
heritage value, rather than monetary. 

"When it has been in water or the 
ground that long there will be corrosion." 


But why would these impressive and expen¬ 
sive vehicles be left behind? 

“With something as big as a tank,” explains 
Mr Willey, “it always goes through this costing 
and cutting curve. 

“To build one costs a fortune, but the minute 
they went out of service they were not worth the 
scrap value. 

“There were times when people would dump 
things because it was cheaper than sending 
them to the scrap merchant.

Safer cycle routes on 
track after cash boost 

CYCLISTS in Medway look set to benefit from 
safer cycle routes and improved facilities follow¬ 
ing a £105,000 boost from the government. 

Medway Council's successful bid to the 
Department for Transport for grant money will 
be added to its Local Transport Plan funding 
and developer contributions to ensure the 
£210,000 enhancement project goes ahead. 

The money-pot will allow for existing cycle 
routes to be improved and new crossings to be 
built near Dock Road and Wood Street in 
Brompton. 

Medway Council's Phil Filmer said: "The 
money will help us to make the roads safer for 
both pedestrians and cyclists at this busy 
junction." 


“At the moment we are used to the idea scrap 
is actually quite valuable so we know it’s worth 
saving. 

“But there were certain periods after the war 
when there was so much scrap around it was 
worth nothing. We have some in the museum. 


They were used by the Army and then new vehi¬ 
cles came along so these were left behind. 

“Later, someone just bulldozed earth over the 
top and left them in this bank in a country house 
estate because it was easier than bothering to 
transport it somewhere to be melted down.”

In my view, the fact that a senior 
politician suggested that we need one shows 
how dangerously out of touch some politicians 
can be -1 think we’ve already got a giant society, 
never mind a big one. 

I’d like to take the opportunity in this column 
to do two things relating to the volunteers of 
Kent, who do so much for the greater good. The 
first is to send every single one of them a huge 
thank you. 

The second is to highlight the need for more 
volunteers in one particular area that forms 
part of my policing world - independent custody 
visitors. 

We have about 40 of these, but we need about 
another 20 in the coming months. So what do 
independent custody visitors actually do? It’s 
simple and straightforward. 

They visit custody cells in the county and 
check on the standards of detainees and report 
back to my office. 


Mileage and parking expenses are paid for. 
The time commitment is modest, typically about 
five hours a month, but the contribution to our 
community safety and confidence in our custody 
services is vital.

Crime commissioner picks young apprentice 


Teenager to be youthful voice of the police in unique new bid to bridge the generation gap

SHE’S the 16-year-old about to make 
history as the UK’s first ever youth po¬ 
lice and crime commissioner, but Par¬ 
is Brown is taking it in her stride. 

The former Isle of Sheppey Acade¬ 
my pupil, from Sheerness, says she is 
ready to be the voice for the younger 
generation of Kent, making sure they 
have the chance to speak up about 
what they believe the priorities in po¬ 
licing should be. 

As an apprentice within the com¬ 
missioning and open spaces depart¬ 
ment for Swale Borough Council, she 
already has experience working with 
young people. 

And being one herself, she is well 
placed to know the trials and tribula¬ 
tions faced by youngsters today. 

Her job will be to represent young 
people, building a bridge between 
them and the police and making sure 
their voices are heard while working 
alongside Kent’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Ann Barnes. 

But what are the problems faced by 
Kent’s youngsters? 

Paris explains: “Definitely unem¬ 
ployment and that there’s nothing to

do. There are youth centres but most 
have closed down. There’s just noth¬ 
ing for young people to do and so they 
get bored and just hang around. 

“That’s what gives people the wrong 
idea. They might see a young person 
in a hoody and think they should stay 
away but that’s not the case, they 
should have a conversation. ” 


Asked how the younger generation 
view police, she said: “Young people 
know they are just doing their job, but 
there is still an issue there. 

“The only time young people are in 
contact with the police, is when 
they’ve done something wrong.” 

Paris was selected from 164 appli¬ 
cants for the post of youth police and 


crime commissioner. 

She is due to start her new role in 
the summer after completing her ap¬ 
prenticeship at Swale council. 

“I’m involved in play areas and 
helping to sort them out, I’ve also 
been involved in creating a skate park 
in Sittingbourne,” she said. 

Her PCC post will last for a year, 


with a package of £15,000 part-fund¬ 
ed by Mrs Barnes’ salary. 

“I’m really excited and I can’t wait 
to start,” she said. 

Mrs Barnes said she was delighted 
with her new recruit. 

“I am the voice of local people as far 
as policing is concerned and a quarter 
of our population is young,” she said. 
“I wanted to give one person the 
chance to be the voice for those young 
people.” 

She said the successful candidate 
needed to show real commitment, 
confidence and have a good media 
presence. 

“This is important for this job as 
they will be out there all the time, ” she 
said. “This will be a hands-on role and 
I’ll be relying on Paris to guide my of¬ 
fice on how we can deliver a better 
service for all young people in the 
county and tackle youth offending.” 

Mrs Barnes and Paris will be work¬ 
ing closely together, out and about 
throughout the county, and visiting 
schools and youth centres. 

She stressed she would be working 
her youth counterpart “very hard”, 
adding: “This is an amazing opportu¬ 
nity for her to get a step on the career 
ladder.”

Enjoy the ‘restorative’ 
properties of a spring 
favoured by royalty

IT was the source of success 
and royal patronage for a town 
which would become steeped 
in history and splendour - and 
now visitors can again take to 
the waters of Tunbridge Wells. 

In 2010, the Chalybeate 
Spring - tucked away in the 
corner of the Georgian parade 
of the Pantiles - was closed to 
the public over fears of contam¬ 
ination of the iron-rich waters. 

Fears now averted, the spring 
re-opened at Easter and is draw¬ 
ing people in to discover the 
secret of the town’s success. 

First discovered in 1606, it 
soon became very popular with 
the gentry and aristocracy of 
the time. 

Most famously, Princess Vic¬ 
toria, later Queen Victoria, 
would drink the waters every 
day during her stay in the town 
in 1834. It would remain a 
popular retreat for the royals - 
leading to the decision in 1909 
by King Edward VII to grant it 
a ‘royal’ prefix. 

Others who made what came 
to be a pilgrimage included the 
likes of diary writer Samuel 
Pepys and author Daniel Defoe. 

Visitors came to see and be 
seen in the soon fashionable 
Tunbridge Wells, but the 
main attraction was to “take 
the waters”. 

Chalybeate is derived from 
Latin and means iron-rich. 
Certainly for anyone who has 


tasted the water, the metallic 
tang is quite obvious. 

And at the height of its popu¬ 
larity in the 18th century, the 
water was reputed to cure any¬ 
thing from infertility and hang¬ 
overs to “a moist brain”. 

The spring was formed when 
rainwater drained into the 
iron-rich ground before forcing 
its way to the surface. It be¬ 
came a place where people wa¬ 
tered livestock before its “dis¬ 
covery” by the gentry. 

Dudley Lord North was the 
first prominent person to take 
notice of the reddish waters 
seeping from the ground, when 
he stopped off for a much-need¬ 
ed non-alcoholic drink after 
some hard partying. 

The 2 5-year-old courtier to 
King James I was in poor health 
and had decided to spend some 
time relaxing at the Aberga¬ 
venny estate at nearby Eridge. 

A little worse for wear after 
some drinking sessions, he 
stopped at the sight of the bub¬ 
bling water, got off his horse 
and decided to drink. 

Convinced it had reinvigor¬ 
ated him, he spread the word 
and declared it to be health¬ 
giving to all his friends and ac¬ 
quaintances, which included 
many influential people in the 
court of the king and elsewhere 
in the capital. 

A physician of the period 
claimed the waters of Tun¬ 
bridge Wells could cure “the 
colic, the melancholy, and the 
vapours; it made the lean fat, 


the fat lean; it killed flat worms 
in the belly, loosened the clam¬ 
my humours of the body, and 
dried the over-moist brain”. 

Word of the spring and its 
special properties soon spread 
and visitors from London and 
elsewhere flocked to the small 
settlement which developed 
alongside the spring and later 
became Tunbridge Wells. 

The first historic record of a 
royal “taking of the waters” 
was in 162 9 when Queen Hen¬ 
rietta visited for six weeks to re¬ 
cover from the birth of her sec¬ 
ond son, the future Charles II. 

But it was in the 18th centu¬ 
ry with socialite Beau Nash 
that the spring reached its hey¬ 
day and became a central fea¬ 
ture of the daily routine for any 
self-respecting lady or gentle¬ 
man visiting what was becom¬ 
ing known as “The Wells”. 

A typical fashionable day 
started with a glass of spring 
water, followed by a prome¬ 
nade along The Walks or a visit 
to the coffee house to hear the 
latest scandal. Later in the day 
saw more promenading, gam¬ 
bling or a match on one of the 
nearby bowling greens, before 
a musical soiree or grand ball 
in the evening. 

The Chalybeate water was 
served by a “Dipper” for a small 
charge - not for the water but 
for the service and this tradi¬ 
tion carries on today, as in the 
summer the cool spring water 
is served by a person in period 
costume.

More healthcare for less cost 


Making better use of modern technology is a key part of improving our 
healthcare provision and meeting tighter budgets, writes Alison Davis 


THE NHS is being asked to de¬ 
liver more for less. 

At first glance, it seems an 
improbable equation. After all, 
we are living longer, beset by 
increasingly complex health 
conditions and demanding 
more of a health service that 
has less money. 

Einstein said insanity is ‘do¬ 
ing the same thing over and 
over again and expecting dif¬ 
ferent results’ and GP-led clini¬ 
cal commissioning groups (CCGs) 
can challenge that mindset. 

Their goals include improv¬ 
ing quality of life for people 
with long-term conditions and 
supporting people to live more 
independently in their own 
homes, some of which can be 
achieved by encouraging 
greater patient involvement in 
their own healthcare. 

As a result, local CCGs along 
with Kent County Council and 
Kent Community Health Trust, 
are pathfinders for Three Mil¬ 
lion Lives, a government initia¬ 


tive encouraging greater use of 
home-based technology to im¬ 
prove patients’ lives. 

Across Kent and Medway we 
are increasing the number of 
people with access to assistive 
technologies, namely tele¬ 
health and telecare. 

Telecare involves the use of 
motion sensors and pressure 
pads to detect if someone has 
had a fall in the home, along 
with personal alarm pendants 
linked to a call centre. This 
makes people feel safer, becom¬ 
ing more independent in their 
own home 

Telehealth allows patients 
with long-term conditions, like 
diabetes and heart disease, to 
monitor their condition and re¬ 
lay the information to GPs. The 
home-based equipment can 
monitor blood pressure, blood 
sugar levels and weight. This 
allows patients to learn more 
about their own condition, im¬ 
proving quality of life 

It also allows health profes¬ 


sionals to monitor a patient, 
ensuring that when changes 
are identified, support is avail¬ 
able, reducing the need for ad¬ 
mission to hospital. 

We have to get people more 
involved in their own care and 
assistive technology is one way 
of doing that. If you, for exam¬ 
ple, can monitor your blood 
sugar level you are more aware 
of changes in your condition. 

The NHS has been involved 
with KCC in assistive technolo¬ 
gy since 2005 and that part¬ 
nership reflects the growing 
importance of linking health 
and social care and increased 
partnership working between 
the NHS and local authority. 

We initially looked at provid¬ 
ing telehealth to people with 
the most complex health condi¬ 
tions but are now widening the 
net to include those who would 
benefit from short-term moni¬ 
toring, such as someone whose 
condition needs stabilising. 

Telehealth technologies help

around 450 people living with 
complex health conditions and 
we want to increase that to 
more than 10,000 by 2014. 

Time, not money, is our most 
valuable commodity and use of 
innovative technologies can 
save both patients and medical 
staff valuable hours. 

The average household al¬ 
ready uses technology in many 
different ways. In some areas, 
smart phones are used to sup¬ 
port healthcare, presenting nu¬ 
merous opportunities. 

Technology needs to be fully 
integrated as part of a person’s 
care and not as an after-thought. 
We are working closely with 
partners including industry 
leaders to drive this forward.

Cliff fall down 
to sea erosion 

I READ with interest your 
article last week concerning 
the falling cliff at St Margaret’s 
Bay. 

However, I believe some of 
the information provided is not 
fully correct. 

You stated someone from 
the National Trust said “frozen 
water first weakened the cliff 
and the winds then caused the 
rock to fall”. 

I would suggest the main 
factor involved in the cliff fall 
is the constant erosion by the 
sea, which undercuts the cliffs. 

The seeping of rain water 
into the chalk, followed by its 
expansion on freezing 
probably contributed, but to a 
much lesser degree. 

If the latter is the main 


factor in causing the damage, 
why do large cliff falls not 
happen in the bay? 

Surely the reason is the 
protection offered by the sea 
wall, so the cliffs here do not 
suffer from the action of the 
sea waves. 

Anyone visting can see the 
protected cliffs are covered 
in vegetation and look very 
different to those on either side. 

You also mention in the 
article “the cliff fall is part of 
a process of natural regenera¬ 
tion”. This implies the chalk 
cliffs are capable of making 
more cliffs. 

It would probably have been 
clearer if you had stated the 
cliff fall is the process that 
keeps the cliffs looking white.

Geo tech only 
real solution 

A RECENT opinion poll 
showed that concern about 
climate change has dropped 


dramatically in the last three 
years. 

The problem has not gone 
away, and we are learning 
more and more about how 
catastrophic the consequences 
are likely to be. So why are 
people less concerned than 
they used to be? 

I suspect it’s because people 
feel that nothing can be done. 

We have had two decades of 
international conferences and 
resolutions, but greenhouse 
gas emissions continue to rise. 

People think that effective 
action will never be taken on a 
global scale, and that there is 
no point in reducing our own 
emissions if other individuals 
and countries won’t. 

It’s true the attempts to cut 
emissions have failed, but 
unfortunately it’s not true 
climate change doesn’t matter. 

So what is the solution? 

Some argue that energy 
conservation and the develop¬ 
ment of alternative energy 
sources will solve the problem. 

However, these would only 
combat climate change if their 


use led to large quantities of 
easily accessible oil, gas and 
coal remaining in the ground 
unused. 

Surely, the truth is that 
conservation and alternative 
energy will simply allow the 
world’s economy to keep 
expanding, as we use them as 
well as fossil fuels, not instead. 

The only solution is geo¬ 
engineering; using technology 
to remove greenhouse gases 
from the atmosphere and to 
artificially cool the planet. 

Geoengineering consists of 
carbon dioxide removal which 
addresses the cause of climate 
change by extracting the 
greenhouse gas from the 
atmosphere, and solar radiation 
management which addresses 
the warming caused by 
greenhouse gases by reflecting 
the sun’s light and heat away. 

The Royal Society has stated 
that “geoengineering is very 
likely to be technically 
possible” and has produced a 
major report looking at 
different methods. Now 
governments need to procure 
the money so scientists can 
carry out large-scale research. 

This is the only politically 
feasible way to prevent the 
disastrous consequences of 
climate change, and should be 
the UK government’s top 
priority.

D ANCING, fantastic music 
and the story of first 
love - it’s no wonder 
that Dirty Dancing has 
been selling out theatres 
across the globe since 
moving to the stage seven years ago. 

This week the smash-hit production 
based on the cult 1987 film starring 
Patrick Swayze started a 19-date 
stopover at Canterbury’s Marlowe 
theatre as part of its UK tour. 

It has become the biggest touring 
production to visit The Marlowe in the 
theatre’s history, with almost 25,000 
people already booked in for the visit. 

It is expected that on Wednesday, 
April 10, the millionth ticket since this 
tour began in September 2011 will be 
sold, and it could well go to someone 
from Kent. Everyone who buys a ticket 
that day will be entered into a prize 
draw (see details in box). 

Being a part of such a well-loved 
story comes with a certain amount of 
responsibility, as Nicky Griffiths, who 
plays Penny Johnson, explained. 

“I watched the film millions of times 
when I was younger,” she said. 
“Because I was a dancer as a child I 
wanted to be Penny. Cynthia Rhodes 
[who played the character in the film] 
was the most beautiful dancer. It’s 
such an opportunity t o play one o f

your idols. I can’t deny, this has been 
one of my dream roles since I was a 
child.” 

Jill Winternitz, who plays Frances 
‘Baby’ Houseman, agreed: “Because of 
the audience expectation and how 
much they love the story, that becomes 
a responsibility to deliver, and not to be 
carbon-copies of the film. We need to do 
it our way and be something different. ” 

But with decades between now and 
when it hit the big screens at the end of 
the 80s, how has it become such a 
success on the stage? 

Winternitz said: “I think it has to do 
with the themes, the underdog themes 
- she [Baby] has to learn this dance 
and overcome challenges, and it’s a 
classic love story. We can all relate to 
that in some way. Everyone can see 
themselves in that. 

“It’s a coming-of-age story with Baby 
and her father, going from daughter to 
young adult, how they clash and have 
a more mature relationship.” 

The interest is also crossing over 
from generation to generation, with a 
wide demographic flooding to the 
theatre, often for the first time, says 
32-year-old Griffiths: “You see a lot of 
generations in the audience, mothers

and children, grandmothers and 
groups of woman, people recalling 
their first romance. For me it’s all about 
the love story. 

“It is a hugely successful show. 
Where the film is so loved, it’s a treat to 
start the show and the minute the 
drum-beat goes for the first song they 
are up clapping - they go with it from 


the start. To be part of that and the 
excitement is brilliant.” 

That audience participation plays a 
big part in making it such a great live 
spectacle, says 26-year-old Winternitz: 
“People have their favourite scenes - it 
gets a lot more electric. You can hear 
the audience shushing each other as 
they see Johnny arrive for the famous

line. It’s an amazing feeling to be a part 
of that. 

“It brings first-time theatre-goers to 
the show - it’s not just the season- 
ticket-bookers. People do come from 
further afield.” 

However, the pressure to perform the 
dance moves away from the show can 
have its cringe worthy moments, 
especially when (I’ve Had) The Time Of 
My Life comes on during nights out. 

“The number of days and evenings 
I’ve asked friends to test me on my lines 
- playing ideas off friends is helpful, ” 
said Griffiths. “If you’re ever in a 
nightclub and they put on Time Of My 
Life, we all shy away. Because everyone 
knows you’re a dancer, the expectation 
is that you do something incredible.” 

The fact that the show continues to 
be a big draw is obviously good news 
for The Marlowe, which has just 
finished its first financial year following 
the refurbishment that finished in 
October 2011. 

Theatre director Mark Everett said: 
“This has been a fantastic success for 
us and something we couldn’t have 
done in the old building - we have 
brought the West End to Canterbury. 

“What’s particularly pleasing is that 
45 per cent of the audience have never 
attended a show at The Marlowe and 
will be enjoying our superb theatre for 
the very first time.”

IT is a good job Josh Widdicombe and 
Seann Walsh are friends, otherwise 
touring the country on a double bill 
would make life a tad testing - 
especially as the latter can’t drive. 

The comedy pair are set for Mar¬ 
gate’s Theatre Royal next Satur¬ 
day and both are looking forward 
to delivering some finely-honed 
material. 

Widdicombe, a star of Channel 
4’s The Last Leg, has perfected The 
Further Adventures Of.... tour since 
August, while Walsh, who has ap¬ 
peared on Live At The Apollo, has 
put together a ‘greatest hits that 
aren’t yet hits’ package in his 
Seann To Be Wild show. 

Both admit that going solo 
was not an option. 

“It’s good fun - if he wasn’t my 
mate, it would be a nightmare,” 
said Widdicombe. “I couldn’t 
tour on my own - I would get 
very lonely. You need someone 
there or you get stir-crazy. 
You need someone to slag 
off Radio 2 with when 
you’re driving. 

“You certainly get 
to know people 
slightly too 

well on 

tour.” 


The duo first met in 2008 during a 
comedy competition in which 2 6-year- 
old Walsh, originally from Brighton, 
fared better than Widdicombe - much 
to his delight. 

“Me and Josh got to the final together 
in 2008,” said Walsh. “I came second 
and he didn’t get placed, so you make 
your own mind up about who’s the 
funnier one. 

“We’ve not been on a journey to¬ 
gether because I don’t want to be the 
sort of person who says that, but we did 
Stand Up Of The Week, then Live At 
The Apollo - it’s really nice to have 
each other and someone to relate to. 

“Even though we’re different, we do 
find we have the same sense of humour, 
so we have a good time. People confuse 
us now and again - people think I’m 
Josh. I’ve had it once where someone 
asked me what my name was and an¬ 
other day they thought I was Josh all 
day. It doesn’t help that we’re both very 
nasally.” 

Widdicombe, who is from Devon but 
now lives in London, has been working 
on his show since last summer. 

“It’s well worked now,” he said. “I’ve 
been doing the show since August, so it 
should be funny, I hope. I think as a 
stand-up the moment you become con¬ 
fident, that’s when it all goes wrong.” 

Aside from his touring, Widdicombe 
has been a guest on The Last Leg on 
Channel 4, originally commissioned to 
run alongside the Paralympics. How¬ 
ever, it was so successful that it came 
back for a Christmas special and 
subsequent second series, which fin¬ 
ished last month. 

“I like doing a job where there are 
different things - it’s a refreshing 
change,” he said. “It’s nice to have a 
break and do a bit of stand-up. If I did 
anything for too long I would get an¬ 


noyed. It’s so much fun to do as a show. 
It’s the most fun I’ve had in any job. We 
just sit back and think of something 
stupid and then make it happen. It’s a 
one-off idea that’s gone out of control, 
and I’m quite happy with that.”

Happy days for park 
leopards... and you 

VISITORS to Howletts Wild Animal Park can 
enjoy improved views of the resident Chinese 
leopards thanks to a new glass-fronted enclosure. 

The public can watch the animals, which now 
have high platforms and climbing poles on 
which to play, through the glass frontage. Built 
by Jacksons Fencing, the enclosure also has an 
open top. 

Animal director Neil Spooner said: "This new 
enclosure is great for the leopards - they can be 
as high as they like or hide away. I quite often 
see one of them on the highest platform looking 
out over the rest of the park. 

"Leopards occupy the largest geographical 
range of any species of cat. They are found 
throughout Africa, Asia, the Arabian peninsula, 
north into China and the Russian Federation. 
Sadly, the north Chinese leopard is now 
restricted to small fragmented populations in 
northern China." 

Howletts, just outside Canterbury, is one of 
only two parks in the country hosting Chinese 
leopards, which have a darker coat and different 
markings to other leopards.

THE Maidstone Fringe Festival is set for its 
biggest and best year yet, with Squeeze lead 
singer Glenn Tilbrook and the Kast Off Kinks, 
featuring three original members of The Kinks, 
headlining the weekend. 

The festival, in its third year, was started with 
the aim of promoting Kent music in the county 
town, and its popularity has seen more than 100 
acts confirmed for the five-day event in May. 

More venues than ever are involved, with The 
Exchange Studio at the Hazlitt Arts Centre 
getting on board, which is music to the ears of 
organiser Clive Austen, who is promoting the 
festival through the Make Some Noise recording 
studio in the town.

“We have lots of bands approaching us about 
it now - more than 100 this year and we are 
already at capacity. 

The event runs from Thursday to Monday, 
May 2-6, and features such popular acts as Vince 


Vortex & The Cucumbers, One Day Elliott, The 
Len Price 3, Burning Shapes, The Estimators, 
Toot’n’Skamen and The Kix. 

Tilbrook will be playing a solo acoustic gig on 
Friday, May 3, at The Exchange Studio, while 
the Kast Off Kinks, featuring original Kinks 
members including drummer Mick Avory, will 
play at the same venue on Saturday, May 4.

A CHATHAM publisher has broken 
new ground by embracing the digital 
age with its first app. 

Caffeine Nights Publishing, which 
deals with fiction, has tapped into the 
iPad market with its free programme 
that gives subscribers the chance to 
flick through its new books, find out 
about authors and get involved 
through social media.

“We would like to expand the app 
on to other formats, but at the mo¬ 
ment it’s just available on the iPad. 
We have to do things within budget, ” 
he said. 


“We were the first publisher in the 
UK to sign a contract back in 2007 to 
have our content put on mobile 
phones. However, that never came 
to fruition because of the technology 
at the time. 

“The free app is also designed with 
film and TV and foreign-rights agents 
in mind. It really is a simple way to 
present our catalogue of titles and 
introduce our authors. 

“We want whoever downloads the 
app to get a real taste of our books 
and feel they can engage with the 
authors through the social-media 
links. 

“Making our entire catalogue 
available through an app makes per¬ 
fect sense. 

“We want readers to try before 
they buy and the app is the equi¬ 
valent of a modern-day book store. 

“Readers can sample every book 
and look at the great artwork on 
each cover, giving them a real sense 
of what the books are about.”

One place that hints at the 
future one town promises 


like Age & Sons. So, I understand, do many 
of the Ramsgate cognoscenti, who gather 
here to discuss, I can only presume, 
matters of fine art, haute cuisine, politics 
and, doubtless, jazz. Maybe, maybe not, but 
if that’s not what they talk about, then I 
feel they should. Because Age & Sons feels like 
that - it is the sort of place that the promotional 
puff tells us Ramsgate should be. 

And while too much of the town still 
struggles to match the hype, there are enough 
venues to give encouragement that this town 
can yet develop into the gem that we have been 
promised for so long - and, I should add, it once 
was. Age & Sons is one of those venues. 

We visited on a cold (obviously!) Thursday 
evening and were, perhaps unsurprisingly, one 
of just two pairs eating upstairs - there may 
have been others downstairs. 

No matter, Floyd, our waiter, was attentive 
and happy to help us travel through the menu 
and at no point did we feel lost in space. 

The menu needs mentioning. Good though 
the food is, the selection presented could do with 
a little more life. In truth, I hadn’t eaten here for 
a couple of years and it may be that the menu 
has been changed or shuffled around in that 
time, but neither I nor my companion were 
struggling to choose from a range of irresistible

dishes. The pork loin and belly I recalled from 
previous visits as excellent, while the sirloin 
steak (any steak!) always tempts, wherever I 
am, but it was, suffice to say, a done deal when 
Floyd emerged at the top of the stairs and told us 
that the marsh lamb had just arrived. We both 
had marsh lamb. 

This was tender and tasty and lay on a bed of 
marsh samphire. The accompanying new 
potatoes (in skins) were excellent, the mint 
sauce good, the greens a little less inspiring. 

Lamb is my favourite meat - put it on a plate 


with new potatoes and mint and you can’t go 
far wrong. But I was, if I’m honest, just a little 
disappointed - as, indeed was my companion, 
a local foody of some repute. 

It had a good taste and was tender, as I said, 
but it just felt a little flat and we both felt we 
could have cooked it to a similar level ourselves. 
Also, more meat would have been welcome, the 
bone comprising a substantial part of the cut. 

This, I should stress, is not a huge criticism - 
the overall experience was just fine. I had 
started with pigeon pithivier (think winged beef 
Wellington) and Waldorf salad and my 
companion beetroot arancini with butternut- 
squash escabeche, radicchio and garlic aioli. 
Both dishes were top-drawer, as was the 
Jerusalem artichoke and truffle amuse-bouche. 

A shared affogato and cheeseboard rounded 
things off, while a delightful bottle of Costieres 
de Nimes contributed to a final bill of £ 78.9 5. 

Age & Sons continues to be a front-runner in 
Thanet’s flourishing culinary field... a little 
springtime glitter would see it forge ahead. Like 
I said, I like Age & Sons.

Stalls on show will offer treatments such 
as such as massage, Indian head massage, 
facials, teeth-whitening, aromatherapy,

readers will be on hand. 

Visitors will be able to buy cakes, refresh¬ 
ments, jewellery, shabby-chic items and 
very much more. 

EllenorLions Hospices provide all hos¬ 
pice care and a service for adults living in 
Dartford, Gravesham, Swanley and sur¬ 
rounding villages, while a children’s and 
young people’s service - ‘chYps’ - extends 
farther afield into Bexley, Maidstone, Sev- 
enoaks, Tonbridge and Tunbridge Wells. 

The Ellenor Foundation was founded in 
1985 by Graham Perolls following the 
death of his mother and father - Ellen and 


Norman. The hospice was built following 
the receipt in 1983 of an anonymous 
donation of £200,000 and with additional 
funds raised by local Lions clubs. 

Every week, EllenorLions provides hos¬ 
pice care in the family home for 300 adults 
and 100 children, while each year 250 
people receive in-hospice care. 

This means that in the course of a year it 
is in contact with more than 2,500 people 
who are helped in one way or another. 

Its services cost about £5.8 million a 
year but are free of charge to patients. The 
vast majority of the money is raised by the 
local community.

Back to the future as technical 
college trains next generation 



THE DOCKYARD 


Officially recognised as a 
naval dockyard, Chatham 
came into action more than 
400 years ago. 

It has seen 500 warships 
built, including HMS Victory, 
Admiral Nelson's flagship at 
the Battle of Trafalgar. 

During World War Two, 16 
ships were launched from its 
quayside and a total of 1,360 
refits were carried out. 

In the 1960s, the last ships 
were constructed, Oberon 
submarines. But it continued 
to service nuclear craft. 

It closed in 1984.

MEDWAY is hoping to utilise roots 
from its industrial past as it aims to 
become a hub of emerging engi¬ 
neering talent. 

And key to its progress is the 
Government’s green light for a Uni¬ 
versity Technical College (UTC). 

This will become a vital part of 
the educational mix at secondary 
level, with a focus on engineering 
and construction being taught 
alongside a conventional syllabus. 

Despite speculation the college 
will be sited at Brompton, it is be¬ 
lieved it will eventually be based 
elsewhere in the towns, although a 
location has yet to be confirmed. 

It should mean a fresh genera¬ 
tion emerges at 18 with a strong 
focus on recreating the industrial 
excellence which was once synony¬ 
mous with the area. 

Built around the dockyard indus¬ 
try, the area has taken time to find 
its feet since the yard closed nearly 
30 years ago. But with investment 
in education hope is returning. 

Alan Reed is professor of engi¬ 
neering at the University of Green¬ 
wich and chair of the UTC Partner¬ 
ship behind the bid. 

“This is what I would call a ‘back 
to the future’ project,” he said. 

“Medway has a rich industrial 
heritage but when the dockyard 
closed not only were jobs lost, but a 


lot of feeder industries suffered too. 

“We want to provide young peo¬ 
ple with the up-to-date skills needed 
by employers in these fields. Busi¬ 
ness will be at the heart of the UTC.” 

Cllr Les Wicks, a senior figure on 
Medway Council, has been one of 
the driving forces behind the bid. 

He said: “The Government has 
stated that companies need trained 
engineers. We are about to start 
training up a skilled workforce, so 
we want to attract companies here, 
as happened in the past.” 

Cllr Wicks added: “I think there 
will be a lot of support for the new 
college among the older generation 


who remember how important the 
area was and how jobs were avail¬ 
able. Medway’s impact reached out 
to Maidstone, Swale and Gravesham, 
hopefully that will come again. ” 

MidKent College principal Sue 
McLeod said: “We want to develop 
a UTC that will enable a degree of 
specialisation that is currently una¬ 
vailable and which will re-engage 
and enthuse students.” 

The new facility will take on pu¬ 
pils aged 14 to 18 and projects will 
be run in conjunction with local 
businesses, in order to give students 
a background in the world of work. 
More than 100 pupils are expected 


to come into the college each year. 

Backing comes from the Univer¬ 
sity of Greenwich, MidKent College, 
Medway Council, the Royal Engi¬ 
neers and local firms including 
Denne, of Sittingbourne, BAE Sys¬ 
tems, based at Rochester, BAM 
Construct UK, Delphi Diesel and 
Gainwell Futures, which specialises 
in energy generation. 

Rochester and Strood MP Mark 
Reckless MP said: “We must now 
all work together to establish a first 
class vocational college to develop 
craft and technical skills for a new 
generation as the dockyard did for 
previous generations.” 


Slow payments can have ‘potentially serious implications’ 


End of the line for toy 
firm chief executive 

THANET-BASED model and toy company 
Hornby says its chief executive Frank 
Martin is to step down after 12 years - but 
he will remain in post while a successor 
is sought. 

Preliminary reports for trading - issued 
ahead of a formal announcement to be 
made in June - say profits have been hit 
by the current economic situation, with 
sales of its Olympic-themed merchandise 
lower than forecast. 

Mr Martin said: "Hornby has faced 
significant global challenges over the past 
few years. However, I believe we have laid 
the foundations to improve the perform¬ 
ance of the group and deliver value to our 
shareholders as we continue to drive 
our outstanding portfolio of brands." 

Chairman Roger Canham will oversee 
the new appointment. He said: "I am 
pleased the business is in a more stable 
shape going forward. Our supply chain is 
improving and our brands remain popular. 

I am satisfied that the steps we have 
taken will lead to an improved financial 
performance in the future." 


Recycling plant to 
create 40 new jobs 

RECYCLING company Recresco says it 
will create 40 new jobs with a new glass 
recycling plant in Northfleet. 

The company says the plant will help 
increase turnover from £18 million a year 
currently to over £28m. 

Its other aim is to increase export sales 
for its processed glass. This accounts for 
a quarter of sales presently, but that is 
expected to increase to around half when 
the new plant is operational. 

Director Tim Gent said: "We learn 
something new from each plant we 
develop, so the Northfleet plant is the 
culmination of many years' experience 
and hard work. 

"The South East is also a key market 
that we have been studying for a few 
years but now we feel is the right time 
to make the move." 

The plant will be able to process up 
to 40 tonnes of glass per hour, removing 
impurities, so it can be re-used. 

Finance came via a £5.5m cash injection 
from HSBC.

POOR cash flow is the equivalent of a virus in the 
business world. You can be operating fine and 
making big deals, but if the money coming into 
the business is starved, then it can cripple or 
even kill. 

According to recent research, small businesses 
in the county wait an average seven weeks for 
an invoice to be paid, putting immense strain on 
cash flow and threatening future trading. 

It is estimated firms are owed on average 
£23,000 at any one time 

Large customers are the worst offenders, say 
SMEs, with some one-off transactions only being 
settled months after the agreed date. Govern¬ 
ment contracts were also identified as being slow 
payers. 


A survey by Clydesdale Bank says one in 10 
small businesses believe they would be forced to 
drastically restructure their firm or even face clo¬ 
sure if customers took 90 days to pay invoices. 

And research from Bacs, the company behind 
Direct Debit and Bacs Direct Credit, showed that 
the region’s many SMEs chasing bills were being 
told clients had either “forgotten to pay” or just 
“hadn’t got around to it”. 

A knock-on effect occurred in many such cas¬ 
es, with the small firms themselves late in paying 
suppliers. 

The retail and distribution sector is being hit 
the hardest, with almost 60 per cent of those 
surveyed saying they were being paid late, with 
average outstanding payments of £43,000. 


Mike Hutchinson, head of marketing at Bacs, 
said: “Just short of a million of the country’s 
smaller companies are facing a late payments 
burden, with potentially serious implications. 
On top of that, our research shows they can’t 
rely on their customers meeting payment terms 
which they have set in the first place. 

“Waiting weeks after a payment is due before 
receiving the money could be catastrophic for 
vulnerable companies, particularly when the 
economy is struggling and cash flow is key. 

“We urge SMEs to look at where they can as¬ 
sert some control, automating payments wher¬ 
ever possible to save valuable time and adminis¬

History made as college 
unveils its new principal

“I studied at a further education college as a 
teenager and if it wasn’t for the expertise and en¬ 
couragement of the teachers there I would never 
have thought that going to university was even 
a possibility. 

“That’s why I’m so thrilled to have been given 
this opportunity to be principal of MidKent Col¬ 
lege and help transform the life chances of peo¬ 
ple throughout the surrounding areas. 
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“I’m a great believer that further education 
drives social mobility and that’s something I’m 
very keen to promote.” 

Prior to joining the college, Ms McLeod worked 
across the Caribbean, United States and Europe 
during her time in the travel industry, including 
a stint aboard cruise liners. 

She previously achieved a degree in business 
studies at the Dorset Institute of Higher Educa¬ 
tion - now Bournemouth University - where she 
returned to study travel and tourism prior 
to embarking on her teaching career 
with MidKent College. 

The 51-year-old mother-of- 
one says her priorities as prin¬ 
cipal will include improving 
the employment prospects 
of students and strengthen¬ 
ing the college’s position at 
the heart of the communi¬ 
ty. 

Ms McLeod added: “I also 
y want to continue the im¬ 
provements made in teaching 
and learning over the last few 
years. 

Thanks to advances in technology, 
learning resources are now widely available 
and opportunities for learning are abundant. It 
is important our teaching reflects this and the 
different ways in which people learn. 

“The role of the teacher is increasingly about 
adding meaning and value to help students pre¬ 
pare for their future lives and careers.” 

Chairman of governors Sheila Potipher said: 
“It was very clear Sue was by far and away the 
best candidate and we are confident she will do a 
fantastic job.”

Boost for the high street as major 
retailers live to fight another day

UNDER pressure high streets have been given a 
glimmer of hope with three of the high profile 
casualties of the economic slump showing signs 
of life. 

Yet while there is some relief that the likes of 
film rental store Blockbuster, photo chain Jes- 
sops and music outlet HMV may not be a thing of 
the past, it is limited. Some stores will indeed 
shut, with more gaping holes appearing in our 
retail heartlands. 

This week five branches of Blockbuster in the 
county were told they could keep on trading. Re¬ 
structuring business Gordon Brothers Europe 
(GBE) has acquired 2 64 stores across the UK, in¬ 
cluding outlets in Dover, Folkestone Gravesend, 
Chatham and Margate. 

But stores in Ashford, Sevenoaks, Tunbridge 
Wells, Maidstone, Rainham and Tonbridge will 
not be reopened. 

Some Jessops stores could also return to trad¬ 
ing following a deal involving Dragons’ Den en¬ 
trepreneur Peter Jones, who has ploughed in a 
£5 million investment to the camera store com¬ 
pany. Details of shops to be saved have not yet 
been finalised. 

A further boost to retail took place on Friday 
when restructuring experts Hilco announced a 
£50 million deal to save music chain HMV. 
Stores which remain open are set to have their 
future guaranteed and some outlets which have 
ceased trading could reopen under the deal. 

Bill Moss of Maidstone’s town centre manage¬ 
ment group said: “Maidstone is a strong retail 
centre, but empty buildings do not look good, 
they need filling. 

“I am confident we shall see the space occu¬ 
pied before not too long.” 

Blockbuster collapsed into administration in 
January, when it had 528 stores and a workforce 
of 4,190 staff. 

But it will now be run by TS 1973 Investment

Holdings Limited, a subsidiary of global private 
equity and investment company GBE, which has 
its European headquarters in London and has its 
base in Boston, in the US. No figures for the buy¬ 
out have been released. 

Frank Morton, GBE chief executive, said: “We 
acknowledge the industry is in transition; we 
know we have a challenge ahead but there is still 
a market to be served. 

“Blockbuster has a strong brand affinity and 
we believe that with the right mix of new prod¬ 
uct offering, new technologies, strategic man¬ 
agement and marketing, we can bring new life 
to this high street staple.” 


DRAGON STEPS IN 


Camera retailer Jessops, which collapsed in 
January under debts of £81m, will re-open 
its doors as part of plans to open up to 40 
stores by the end of ApriL. 

Peter Jones, best known for his appear¬ 
ances on the BBC's Dragons' Den pro¬ 
gramme, bought the brand, stock and assets 
from administrator PwC as part of a joint 
venture with restructuring specialist HiLco, 
which has also been involved in saving a 
number of HMV stores, including those in 
Maidstone and Canterbury. 

It had initially been thought the scaled- 
down Jessops would operate as an internet- 
only brand, but the plan is now to open a 
store each day this month. The retailer had 
premises in Ashford, Maidstone, Canterbury, 
Greenhithe, Tunbridge WeLLs and Bromley. 
Mr Jones said: "We've evaluated how we 
can cover the UK with roughly 40 stores to 
allow a collect-in-store model, which people 
want with products Like ours because they 
are technical products." 


GOOD SALES 


Business analysts say a boosted high street 
performance is the best hope for the 
avoidance of a triple dip recession, as 
manufacturing continues to decline. 

The number of shoppers in the south east 
increased by around three per cent over the 
Easter weekend and retail, which is 
classified as part of the service sector, 
continues to do well. 

The British Retail Consortium says 
demand for goods is strengthening, but 
it is vital this is sustained throughout the 
rest of ApriL.

HAS the VW group shot itself in the foot with 
the third-generation Seat Leon - the Spanish 
interpretation of the latest VW Golf? 

It’s badge-engineering but not like the bad old 
days of BMC and the American giants, where 
shameless clones aimed to please loyal but naive 
brand fans. 

The VW way is to create a standard platform 
and then allow its various brands their own 
interpretations, with marked differences in style 
and handling. 

Since the first Seat Leon in 2000, VW’s 
Spanish arm has taken Golf underpinnings 
and crafted five-door coupe looks on to them, 
also creating superb hot-hatch spin-offs using 
the FR (Formula Racing) and Cupra (Cup 
Racing) sub-brands. 

The previous car (2005-2012) looked terrific, 
only missing the bull’s eye due to a lack-lustre 
interior but selling strongly until the end - 
2012 was the Leon’s second-best year for UK 
sales. The latest car (from £15,670) is bang on 
target, though. 

It’s rakish if more conservative than last time, 
but a sporty SC three-door arrives in the 
summer with a smart ST estate just after - both 
firsts for the Leon line-up. 

The interior is also far superior this time. It’s 
more VW corporate, admittedly, with a logical 
and well-made layout, including an excellent 
infotainment touchscreen. 

But it’s on-road that big gains are made; the 
old car’s competition success gave it a big profile 
with sporting drivers and the new car, using 
VW’s new lightweight MOB platform, delivers 
all the handling skills of before and more while 
adding greater ride comfort. 

The spacious cabin can feel a little noisy, 
though, something VW engineered out to give 
the Golf its big-car feel, but the Leon range starts 
at £615 less and looks more dramatic - a deal 
keen drivers will find hard to resist. 

Of models tested, the current performance 
flagship, the turbocharged 140PS (138bhp) 1.4 
TSI FR (£ 19,3 8 5) is the star and we can expect 
a Cupra ultimate hot-hatch later on. 

The nicest surprise was the 105PS (103bhp) 
1.2 TSI entry model; it’s light and nimble, 
achieving 62mph in 10 seconds, and costs just 
£30 a year in road tax after year one while 
returning an official combined 5 7.6mpg - a 
frugal, tax-free low-emission diesel Ecomotive 
model arrives late this year. 

Least exciting was the 105PS 1.6TDI diesel 
(from £17,3 70). It will sell well to the company- 
car sector through its tax efficiencies; with 99g/ 
km of C02 emissions, it is road-tax-exempt and 
has a combined mpg of 74.3. At almost two 
grand more than petrol equivalents, private 
buyers should avoid it, though, as they must 
cover many miles to make fuel savings against 
the higher purchase price. It’s also the only 
Leon powertrain with a five-speed gearbox 
yet feels like it could use a sixth.

Sinful lust of the Mini wonder

MINI has spun seven different models from 
essentially the same car. 

Whether these derivatives should be labelled 
sins or wonders is a matter of opinion, but it’s 
impressive nevertheless and I’ve just driven one 
of the best, the M in i Roadster (from £18,050) - 
one to inspire envy, greed and lust. 

It exhibits the very best of the basic Mini 
layout: punchy engines driving front wheels 
separated from the rear pair by a long wheelbase 
but with short overhangs and a well-balanced 
chassis set-up. 

This wheel-at-each corner arrangement works 
superbly on every Mini, but the two-seat Road¬ 
ster arguably delivers the best experience. 

True, with folding fabric roof erected, it is not 
the most elegant convertible; the windscreen 
is steeply raked, but the roof then appears to 
balloon out behind it, aping the Mini Coupe - 
easily the ugliest car in the Mini line-up and the 
car from which the Roadster was derived. 

But the Coupe was designed primarily to 
deliver the ultimate Mini drive and the Roadster 
offers pretty much the same deal and more by 
dropping its roof to convert an ugly duckling into 
a swan. 

It’s not a classic roadster like the wonderfully 
affordable Mazda MX-5 or rather less affordable 
Mercedes-Benz SLK and BMW Z4 - all tradition¬ 
ally proportioned and rear-wheel-drive. 

The Mini belongs to the more recent vogue of 
lopped-off front-wheel-drive hatchbacks but is 
the out-and-out leader here; a real point-and- 
shoot machine, probably not seen since the 
legendary Peugeot 205 GTi Convertible. 

All the cliches come to mind: corners on rails, 
go-kart handling, blah blah... 

The key point, though, is that even on a cold 
winter’s day you want to get that roof down to 
add to the sensory experience. 

Electrically powered, it takes just a few seconds

to retract and, with the heater full on and billow¬ 
ing up from the footwells, driving really does 
bring on a grin. 

It’s not perfect; exploiting the car’s ability to 
change direction and corner with so little body- 
roll at speed reveals that the Roadster does not 
feel as taut as its Coupe sister - it’s a familiar 
story when you chop the roof off a car that was 
designed to have one. 

Presumably in the interests of keeping it 
compact when folded, the roof is also a fairly 
lightweight affair with little insulation from the 
elements - you hear driving rain as well as see it 
impact on the windscreen. 

It also does little to insulate occupants from 
the noise of the engine, but you don’t buy a 
convertible - certainly at this price - and expect 
to be as snug as you would in a hard-top. 

And lowering the roof creates a further dimen¬ 
sion that posers will love: the chance to show off 


the trademark retro-chic dashboard of the Mini 
line-up, clearly inspired by the simplicity of the 
1960s original, with its single centre speedo and 
row of toggle switches below. 

Of course, the new-era dashboard gives you 
far more, with a digital repeater for your speed 
dead ahead of the eye and all the infotainment 
and data expected in a modern car. 

The retro design and finishing is also top- 
notch, as we’ve come to expect from the BMW- 
owned brand. 

So, which engine? 

The test car was the single diesel in the line¬ 
up, the Cooper SD (£21,660), which romps 
home in the economy stakes with an official 
combined mpg of 62.8 yet will also hit 62mph in 
8.1 seconds thanks to 225bhp on tap. 

But that makes it £3,610 more than the Coop¬ 
er petrol entry model, which delivers all the fun 
elements anyway.

Clean Neighbourhoods and Environment Act 2005 
Dog Control (Prescribed Offences and Penalties etc) Regulations 
On 19th March 2013 the Council made the following Dog Control 
Orders under section 55 of the Clean Neighbourhoods and 
Environment Act 2005.

1. The Fouling of Land by Dogs (Maidstone) Order 2013

(Any land that is covered shall be 
treated as land that is ‘open to the air’ if it is open to the air on at 
least one side). 

2. The Dog Exclusion (Maidstone) Order 2013 

Under the order a person in charge of a dog, at any time, takes 
the dog onto, or permits the dog to enter or to remain on, any land 
to which the order applies shall be guilty of an offence subject to 
certain defences and exemptions. 

The order applies to all children's play areas which are (1) enclosed 
by means of a fence, hedge or wall and/or gate and (2) owned or 
maintained by Maidstone Borough Council or by any county, parish 
or town council or by any Registered Social Landlord within the 
borough area where a “no dog sign” is displayed.

If we just want a day out at 
Wembley, well do the tour’

WEMBLEY was where it all began - the first 
experience, then the inspiration, and now the 
reality for Martin Larkin, who is set to lead his 
Tunbridge Wells side out at the national stadium 
next month. 

The dust is barely settling in the west of the 
county following Wells’s epic extra-time win 
over AFC Shildon in the FA Vase semi-final last 
weekend that booked them a place at Wembley 
on Saturday, May 4. 

Taking a 2-0 lead from the first leg to the North 
East, they were 3-0 down after 66 minutes and 
heading out of the competition before an Andy 
Irvine goal sent the tie into extra-time. Perry 
Spackman then headed the goal that secured a 
4-3 aggregate victory and that trip to Wembley. 

The Kent League club have already written 
their name into the history books, being just the 
second Kent side to make the FA Vase final. 

A glance across to the coast and Deal Town 
shows what such an achievement can do, with 
experienced manager Tommy Sampson’s victorious 
side of 2000 still revered in local non-league circles. 

However, the similarities between the clubs 
and indeed the managers end there. Just 32, 
Larkin started out as a fitness coach at Ashford 


Town before becoming manager at Wells two 
years ago. He did not even play the sport at any 
notable level, having had a keener interest in 
cricket until he left university. 

“The Deal Town story is very different to us. 
They had a massive playing budget - Tommy is 
open about that... he was on a full-time salary,” 
said Larkin. 

“We don’t have a budget. I’m pretty sure no 
one has got to the final without a budget. We 
wanted to be the ones to get there and win it 
without one - it would be a fairy tale. 

“If we can complete the story, it will be some¬ 
thing we’ll talk about for a long time. 

“It is difficult at times - we started with local 
players. There’s a lot of talent around Tunbridge 
Wells - it means more to players who are local. 

“The environment we have is that everyone 
wants to be a part of it. Getting to the final means 
players have stayed when they’ve had offers 
from elsewhere. We are proud we don’t pay.” 

His walk out on to the hallowed turf will not be 
Larkin’s first visit to the venue - he watched a 
Vase final several years ago on a mission to be 
inspired, while his first experience of a football 
match was watching Liverpool play Arsenal in 
the 1990 Charity Shield. 

“We have got some players coming to the end 
of their careers - people like striker Richard 


Sinden, who has had a fantastic career in the 
Kent League. He will get it to cap it off at Wem¬ 
bley,” said Larkin. 

“Andy McMath had booked his stag night for 
that weekend, so he’s had to change it. It will 
be his last game because he’s emigrating to 
Australia. He’s already dreaming of his last kick 
being the winning goal.” 

It will be anything but a day out for the team, 
though: “It’s the one thing we said to the lads on 
Saturday - if they want a day out at Wembley, 
we can book them a tour. 

“We worked hard to get there. Two, three or 
four weeks afterwards we can sit down and think 
about what a great achievement it is, but we 
need to focus on the day. 

“I always knew I would be able to do some¬ 
thing given the chance in a first team, but you 
don’t think about Wembley. This year, though, 
we targeted the Vase as something to improve 
on. We have improved year on year.

Kent’s Davies kept busy by brother’s exploits in off-season

WITH the swagger of an older brother, cricketer 
Mark Davies insists he is a far better footballer 
than his younger sibling Andrew, despite the 
latter's appearance at Wembley Last month in 
the final of the Capital One Cup. 

The Kent bowler has had the normal off¬ 
season, spending plenty of time with his family 
back in his native Durham, while also watching 
his brother turn out for League Two side 
Bradford City against Swansea City in the 
Wembley final... Bradford lost 5-0. 

Mark, 32, and Andrew, 28, have spent their 
careers supporting each other as the cricket and 
football seasons swap over. 

Kent's Davies even had the pleasure of 
watching his younger brother play for the club 
they support, Middlesbrough, in the Premier 
League and four times in the Uefa Cup, in the 


season they were runners-up to Sevilla in 
2006/07. 

"It was amazing," he said. "To watch him 
walk out at Wembley was fantastic. It was 
bitter-sweet, really, because we watched him 
get tortured for 45 minutes.

Andrew 
comes down and watches me as well. At Durham 
he used to come and bowl at the Lads in the nets."

Allen grateful for Scally’s faith 
as Gills edge closer to history

MARTIN Allen admits he owes Gillingham 
chairman Paul Scally everything for the club’s 
success this season. 

With the Gills’ two disappointing years of 
narrowly missing out on the play-offs a distant 
memory, the club stand on the verge of clinching 
a place back in League One and their first promo¬ 
tion without the need of play-offs for 17 years. 

It will be Allen’s first promotion as a manager, 
having seen sides to safety throughout his career 
as a rescue specialist, but with the backing of 
Scally and a family atmosphere around the club, 
he has guided the Gills to domination of League 
Two this campaign. 

Allen, who took on the job in the summer after 
Andy Hessenthaler stepped down and became 
director of football, said there was no one he 
would be happier for than Scally were the Gills to 
go up, which could be confirmed this weekend. 

“We had several meetings in the summer - we 
just chatted,” said Allen. “They took place on 
Sunday afternoons and we talked for two or 
three hours about life. 

“He would say ‘You need to come back be¬ 
cause we haven’t talked about football’. I came 
back and he said ‘Have you got a laptop presen¬ 
tation to show me what you’re going to do?’. I 
said ‘No’. 

“I said ‘What we’ve just done for the last three 
weeks is what we will do with the players’ - we 
talk to the players and find out what they like. 
It’s not about tactics and coaching, it’s about 
being good to people. 

“The person I will be happiest for is Mr Scally. 
He gave me my chance. Without him, none of 
this would have happened - let’s be honest. 

“I speak to Mr Scally almost every day - he 
never asks why I’m making changes. I know 
directors at other clubs have threatened to fine 
players because their studs are too short, they 
keep slipping over - how bizarre is that?” 

Allen won two promotions as a player, both 
with West Ham, but he has waited 17 years since 


his retirement to achieve the same feat as a man¬ 
ager. Gillingham’s last promotion came via the 
play-offs in League Two in 2009/10 after they 
had finished fifth. 

Before then they came third in League One 
and won the play-offs in 1999/00 against Wigan 
Athletic to reach the Championship. 

But the last time they won promotion through 
the automatic spots was in 1995/96. It was 
Scally’s first season as owner, when they fin¬ 
ished second in Division Three under the leader¬ 
ship of Tony Pulis, now at Stoke City. 

“Seventeen years I have worked for this. It’s 
amazing, quite surreal,” said Allen. “We’ve been 
top for all but two weeks of the season - it’s an 
amazing feat. People say we have had a bad 
run, but when we have lost we have only lost 


by one goal. To come here and be top of the 
league for the whole season, I’ve never known 
anything like it. 

“Manager-wise, I’ve taken over clubs near the 
bottom of the league and been able to take teams 
into the play-offs the following year, which is a 
good achievement in itself. 

“I had good times at Brentford, where I had 
fantastic backing. We were once in the play-offs 
at Reading as coach. Barnet, we all know 
Barnet - it’s a Uri Geller role to bend and twist 
things to stay up on the last day. 

“I think you feel pressure if your players are 
not very good. I think you feel pressure if the 
chairman is on your case, you feel pressure if the 
local media are criticising you. 

“It is tough as a manager.”
